New Cruiser Driven Two 
Hours at 33 to 35 Knots 


HE U.S. light cruiser Milwaukee, 

a vessel of 7,500 tons displacement 

and a sister ship of the Detroit, 
Omaha and Richmond, which have already 
made successful trials, made her builders’ 
trial on May 22, 1923, in the Straits of 
San Juan de Fuca, Puget Sound, Wash. 
Capt. John Bolong of Seattle handled the 
ship for the Todd Shipbuilding Co. from 
the Tacoma yard. The ship was driven fora 
period of two hours at speeds varying from 
33 to 35 knots, and in the words of Capt. 
Bolong, “the vessel acted perfectly at all 
times.” Her estimated contract speed on 
trial is 32.7 knots, the same as that of 
her sister ships. 

This cruiser, which in effect resembles a 
very fast and powerful destroyer in de- 
sign, has a length of 555 feet, a breadth 
of 55 feet, and a normal displacement of 
7,200 tons. Twelve 6-inch rapid-fire guns 
are carried as the battery. There are also 
ten 21-inch torpedo tubes and four 3-inch 
anti-aircraft guns. Some 200 mines can 
be launched over the stern while going at 
full speed. 

While being driven through the water 
at 35 knots (40 miles) per hour the en- 
gines of the Milwaukee developed 105,000 
horsepower, their full capacity. These 





engines consist of Westinghouse main tur- + 


bines of the Parsons type, with Westing- 
house reduction gears, condensers, pumps 
and air ejectors. This installation is simi- 
lar to that on the Omaha and on the Cin- 
cinnati, built by the same company. Mr. 
Flanders, the designer for the Westing- 
house Co. of these three cruisers, figured 
that the Milwaukee’s machinery was do- 
ing within less than three per cent. of what 
It Was designed to do. This is a very 
close figure, as ten per cent. is usually al- 
lowed. 

The vessel is fitted with twelve oil-fired 
Water-tube express type Yarrow boilers, 
three being located in each of the four 
fre rooms, and the horsepower developed 
is nearly equal if not much greater than 
that developed in some of the largest 
Power houses in our great cities. When 
cruising around speeds of fifteen knots 
the Milwaukee will be able to remain at 
sea about one month, and in that time to 
cover about 10,000 miles. Fresh meats 
and vegetables can be provided for the 
crew and officers numbering 450 persons 
during such a period by reason of the large 
refrigeration facilities. 

Airplanes will be carried, which can be 
launched from catapults. A high-power 
tadio apparatus, wireless telephones, sub- 
Marine signaling apparatus, electric steer- 
ing gear and the laundry, workshops, hos- 
Pital, etc., are all the Jast word in design.

General Pershing Discusses Army’s 
Improved Educational System 


N an address delivered on the occasion 
I of the graduation of seventy-four offi- 

cers from the Army War College on 
June 28 Gen. John J. Pershing, General 
of the Armies and Chief of Staff, stressed 
the important inter-relationship of the 
three components of the Army under the 
‘military policy laid down in the National 


Defense act, and as a consequence the 
necessity and value of the great changes 
that have been made in the system of Army 
officer education, from the schools of the 
individual arm on up to the War College— 
the culmination of military education as 
now conducted in the Army. 

Addressing the War College graduates, 
Gen. Pershing said: 

“Following an important change of pol- 
icy from that pursued in previous years, 
thig class was chosen from among officers 
of high rating who were believed to be 
specially fitted to undertake the course. 
In other years it had often been the prac- 
tice to select those most available regard- 
less of their pa~ticular qualifications. But 
as the numbers must necessarily be lim- 
ited, it was believed wiser to choose those 
whose abilities and services gave higher 
promise. Having availed yourselves of 
the exceptional opportunities afforded, a 
new standard has been set and this class 
stands somewhat apart from its prede- 
cessors. The War College being the cul- 
mination of military education as now con- 
ducted in the Army, a certificate of gradua- 
tion from here should carry very great 
weight, and its importance will increase 
from year to year if this policy of special 
selection now in vogue be continued. 

“Under the recent reorganization of our 
Army educational system there is to be a 
graded succession of periods of theoretical 
training that lead up to the War College, 
so that all those officers who demonstrate 
qualifications deemed essential for high 
staff or command duty may hope eventu- 
ally to achieve the distinction that at- 
taches to graduates of this institution. 

“Among student officers at the Special 
Service Schools the process of selection 
begins for those prepared to enter the 
more advanced work of the Command and 
Staff School, and finally we have by selec- 


tion from among these the annual quota of 
personnel for the War College. 

“In the various courses every phase of 
military science and tactics receives at- 
tention. The lessons of the war are be- 
ing constantly digested and the lessons of 
experience introduced into the curricula. 
Through an interchange of tried instruc- 
tors the -work assigned to the different 
schools is now being well co-ordinated and 
the duplication that formerly kept offi- 
cers in school year after year has been 
eliminated. 

“Moreover, under the present scheme 
every officer may now look forward to an 
opportunity to prepare himself eventually 
for high command. Coincident with a re- 
vision of Army instruction and the reor- 
ganization of the schools a certain super- 
vision by the War Department has been 
established through which the future of 
the officer is outlined from the beginning 
and lis career given general direction from 
the time he enters the Army until the day 
of his retirement. 

“As planned, each officer, through speci- 
fied periods of duty with troops, with the 
Guard, the Reserves, the schools and the 
staff, should acquire a thorough knowledge 
of his profession, never before possible. I 
believe that the system of educational con- 
trol and the character of instruction given 
in our schools at present are unequalled 
in ary Army. 

“You gentlemen are leaving the War 
College at a most auspicious moment. The 
General Staff has now digested the lessons 
of the World War and the earlier years 
of its own development and has become a 
wonderfully effective machine, admirably 
arranged to carry out its mission. The 
Citizen Army has made a beginning, a 
troubled period of confusion and narrow 
vision. It is now vigorous of body. but 
still facing the usual vicissitudes of the 
earlier period. The task awaiting: in your 
new assignments is te carry forward this 
work, to inspire yourselves, your associates 
and every part of this huge machine for 
the national defense, with a democratic 
spirit of co-operation and common under- 
standing.

Lt. Maughan to Make Coast 
to Coast Flight j 


CCORDING to an announcement 

made at the War Department, Lt.. 

R. L. Maughan, Army Air Service, 
the premier speed pilot of the world, was. 
to start on his daylight coast to coast flight 
on the morning of July 5, or as soon 
thereafter as weather conditions will per- 
mit. The start to be made from Mitchel 
Field, L.L., N.Y., at four a.m., ern 
time, and stops will be made at Dayton, 
Ohio; St. Joseph, Mo.; Cheyenne, Wyo. ; 
Salduro, Utah, each after about four 
hours of flying, and it is hoped to cover 
the entire distance of 2,670 miles to San 
Francisco by nine p.m. of the same day. 
As this paper went to press, the weather 
conditions indicated that the start of the 
trip would hardly be made before the 
morning of July 7. 

Lt. Maughan estimates that he will 
cover the distance of 570 miles to Dayton 
by 7:15 a.m., Central Time; a similar 
distance to St. Joseph by 11:15 a.m.; a 
distance of 540 miles to Cheyenne by 2:30 
p.m. Mountain Time; 470 miles to Salduro 
by 4:45 p.m., Western Time; and the last 
leg of the transcontinental journey, 420 
miles, by nine p.m., Western Time. 





Airplane Endurance 
Flight Abruptly Ended 


ALTHOUGH Capt. Lowell H. Smith 
and Lt. J. B. Richter, Air Ser., U.S. 
A., by reason of fuel shortage, failed in 
their attempt to remain in the air four 
days and four nights, and their plane, 2 
large de Haviland, crashed in the mud flats 
near Coronado, Calif., June 29, they broke 
at least one record, that for speed over 
2,500 kilometers, and are believed to have 
broken that for speed over 3,000 kilo- 
meters. Neither Capt. Smith nor Lt. 
Richter was injured. , 

In their attempts to break endurance 
records they demonstrated that planes may 
be re-fueled in mid-air. Several times, 
June 27 and 29, Lts. Virgil Hines and 
Frank Seifert, in the re-fueling plane, 
traveled above and parallel to the plane oc- 
cupied by Capt. Smith and Lt. Richter 
long enough for a dangling hose to be in- 
serted in the tank and quantities of gaso- 
line to be transferred. In the last attempt 
only fifteen gallons could be delivered, 
which was insufficient. At the time of 
the crash the aviators were tryi to 
make a safe landing, but fog interfered.

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Gen. Henri Gouraud 
Reviews 165th Inf., N.Y. 


GE. HENRI J. E. GOURAUD, one 

of the most gallant and distinguished 
officers of France, who was wounded five 
times in the World War, and lost his right 
arm by a shell wound at Gallipoli, where 
he was in command of the French troops, 
was honored by a review of the 165th In- 
fantry, N.Y.N.G., under Col. John J. 
Phalen, in its armory in New York city 
on the night of July 2. This review, 
which was among the many events ar- 
ranged in honor of Gen. Gouraud during 
his visit to the United States as the 
guest of the veterans of the 42d (Rain- 
bow) Division, U.S.A., was of great his- 
torical interest to the 165th, which served 
in the 42d Division, when it was a part 
of the French army, and took part in 
some of the hardest and most successful 
fighting in the World War. 

The regiment deemed it a great honor 
to parade for review by Gen. Gouraud and 
there was a large turnout of the command, 
and a large and enthusiastic audience to 
welcome him. The drill hall was specially 
decorated with clusters and festoons of 
the stars and stripes and the tri-color of 
France. 

It was a most memorable occasion, and 
the regiment made a fine and impressive 
showing. 

Gen. Gouraud was received with all the 
honors due his rank and was escorted into 
the drill hall to the reviewing point by 
Col. Phalen and staff. Among those in 
the party were Lt. Count de Vilraye, aide- 
de-camp to Gen. Gouraud; Brig. Gen. 
Henry J. Reilly, O.R.C., editor of the 
ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL and chairman 
of the national committee for the recep- 
tion of Gen Gouraud; Col. M. J. Leni- 
han, U.S.A.; Brig. Gen. W. Weigel, U. 
S.A.; Rear Adm. C. P. Plunkett, U.S.N., 
and his aid, Lt. Sherwood: Brig Gen. H. 
A. Drum, U.S.A.; Brevet Brig. Gen. Ed- 
ward Duffy, N.Y.N.G.; Mr. Clarence 
Mackay, Mr. Nicholas Brady; Col. G. A 
L. Dumont, French military attaché; Maj. 
Arthur Budd, Inf., U.S.A.: Maj. John J. 
Mangan (formerly 165th Inf.); Maj. W. 
W. Bodine (formerly captain, 149th F. 
A.), now F.A., 28th Division; Cols. T. J. 
Moynahan, A. E. Anderson and others; 
Col. J. J. Byrne and Capt. J. G. P. 
Stokes, N.Y.N.G.; Col. R. Waldo, O.R.C.. 
and Maj. J. E. Duffy, late 69th N.Y., were 
among the other guests present. 

With the arrival of Gen. Gouraud the 
sixteen units composing the 165th filed 
into the hall and formed battalions un- 
der their respective majors, as follows: 1st 
Battalion, Maj. B. F. Cummins, Lt. A. R. 
Sullivan, Adjt.; 2d, Maj. Felix McSherry, 
Lt. E. France, Adjt.; 3d, Maj. E. Con- 
radt, Lt. W. G. Rose, Adjt. The forma- 
tion of the regiment in line of masses by 
Capt. R. J. Allen, the regimental adju- 
tant, was next made in fine shape, and 
Col. Phelan then presented it to Gen. 
Gouraud for review. 

Gen. Gouraud, during the inspection. 
was accompanied by Gen. Reilly. Just 
before the regiment passed in review, 
Sergt. Joseph D. Graham, o. B. 165th, 
then private, was awarded the D.S.C. for 
extraordinary heroism in action July 28, 
1918, at Oureq river, near Villers-sur- 
Fere, the decoration being presented by 
the reviewing officer. As a special mark 
of honor, Sergt. Graham was ordered to 
take post between Gens. Gouraud and 
Reilly and witness the passage of the 
regiment. The units swung by in splendid 
shape and Gen. Gouraud saluted each one 
as it passed. 

Gen. Gouraud, through an interpreter, 
made an address to the regiment, in which 
he praised the officers and men, past and 
present. He spoke of the gallant work of 
the Rainbow Division with the 4th French 
Army and told how in July, 1918, a trap 
was prepared for the Germans to butt 
their heads against an iron wall, and how 
the artillery of the 4th French army was 
concentrated on the advancing Germans 
on the Champagne front and practically 
annihilated them. The general also told 
of the large number of Germans killed and 
captured by the American Army, together 
with the capture of vast supplies of muni- 
tions and he praised the valor of the 
American troops. 

Co. K, Capt. Thomas MacNulty com- 
manding, next gave a short close order 
and bayonet drill, executed in a highly 
eommendable manner. Evening parade fol- 
lowed, under command of Lt. Col. W. J. 


Costigan, and, like the review, it was a 
finely executed ceremony. 

Gen. Gouraud was highly impressed 
with the military exhibitions of the eve- 
ning, which stamped the 165th as an ex- 
ceptionally well drilled command. 

After the dismissal of the colors with 
ceremony, Gen. Gouraud was escorted to 
the colonel’s room, where he was intro- 
duced to all the officers of the regiment 
and a number of special guests, and made 
a short address to the officers. 

Previous to the review Gen. Gouraud 
had been officially received at the City 
Hall, had visited points of interest in the 
lower part of the city, placed a wreath 
on the tomb of Gen. Grant, and was the 
guest of Col. J. J. Phelan of the 165th at 
dinner at the Manhattan Club. The gen- 
eral will have a busy time during his stay 
in the United States as the guest of the 
Rainbow Division veterans, aS so many 
events have been planned in his honor. 

Gen. Gouraud, it is interesting to note, 


was born in 1867, and previous to the 
World War participated in campaigns in 
the Soudan, Congo, Senegal, Mauretania 
and Morocco. He has numerous decora- 
tions for gallantry.

it is difficult to avoid a detached and im 
personal attitude which soon carries ong 
out of sympathy with the subordinate op” 
ganizations and, especially, with the hum 
ble individual worker in the ranks. It ig 
hard for the man at the desk to see with 
the eye of a troop commander or of 4 
business man struggling with self-imposed 
duties as an officer of the National Guard 
or Reserve Corps. Unintentionally, mig. 
understanding arises and co-operation 
fails. It is the special duty of the Reg. 
ular Army officer to avoid this possibility, 
As a matter of truth, the establishment of 
a sympathetic understanding is more jm. 
portant than the performance of any rou- 
tine duties. 

“While not professional soldiers, men of 
the National Guard and Reserves are 
prompted to service by a patriotic deyo- 
tion to the high conception of citizenship, 
Of all our citizens they deserve praise for 
the energy that leads them to spend 
months and often years in readiness, 
These are the men you are to counsel, in- 
struct and guide. Your ideals of national 
obligation and your standards of efticieney 
are likely to be theirs. ‘To insure the 
success of our military policy the officers 
of the Regular Establishment must rise to 
a full appreciation of their new responsi- 
bilities and must bring to the task enthu- 
siastic effort and efficient leadership. 

“In another sense this class resumes ac 
tive duty in the Army under new condi- 
tions. We now have this month for the 
first time a completed scheme of mobiliza- 
tion of the nation’s man power. While 
these plans are at present more or less im- 
perfect, they will form a substantial basis 
of further study and many of you will be 
involved in their improvement. Formerly 
our studies were limited to a vague aea- 
demic consideration of a possible army 
for which no provision had been made, but 
to-day we must deal with divisions, corps 
and armies, the skeleton organizations of 
which are well on toward completion. The 
development of this and all other plans 
must continue to inspire our best efforts. 
If we can bring our countrymen to realize 
the wisdom of a reasonable state of readi- 
ness, and if we can succeed in maintain- 
ing an efficient basic organization of both 
the regular and the citizen forces, then 
our duty will have been performed.”

HE more closely the case of the 

Comptroller General against the 

Services is examined, the more it 
appears that the only relief will come 
through the courts, as is proposed in the 
Army AND NAvy JOURNAL’s claims depart- 
ment, announcement of which was made 
in this paper June 30. The Comptroller 
General is domg the work which is ex- 
pected of him by those in Congress who 
opposed the Pay act of June 10, 1922. 
His appointment was due to this influ- 
ence, and, with eyes open, the Budget act, 
which purports to give him absolute power 
over the departments, was enacted by Con- 


gress. 

Mr. McCarl was an employee of the 
economists in Congress for ten or twelve 
years before he was appointed Comptroller. 
After a short term as the secretary to a 
Western member, Mr. McCarl accepted 
employment as assistant secretary of the 
Congressional campaign committee. After 
being promoted to the secretaryship of the 
Congressional campaign committee he was 
appointed Comptroller of the Currency. 
The Congressional campaign committee 
is composed of one member from each state, 
but is controlled by a few leaders. Aside 
from Mondell, Madden, Stafford, Fess and 
a few others very little attention has been 
paid by the great body of members of the 
House to the Congressional campaign com- 
mittee. It works the year around for the 
election of the Republican members. The 
Democrats have a similar committee. 

When the majority of the Republicans 
and Democrats defeated the organization 
leaders of the House and passed the Ser- 
vice Pay bill the leaders looked around for 
some method of nullifying it, or at least 
of reducing its benefits. They found it in 
the person of McCarl, who has been placed 
in the Comptroller General’s office to do 
the bidding of the organization leaders. 
They are not in the least concerned over 
the legality of his methods or the demor- 
alizing effect that his opinions have on the 
Services. Not having been able to defeat 
the Pay bill on the floor of the House, they 
propose to use the budget organization 
through the Comptroller General’s office 
to reduce, if possible, the rate of pay of 
the Army and Navy to the 1908 basis. 


Wilson Vetoed Compt. Gen. Provision 


THt the drastic provisions of the Bud- 

get bill were enacted deliberately and 
for the purpose of taking constitutional 
executive authority away from the regu- 
larly constituted heads of the departments 
will become apparent when the veto method 
of President Wilson is recalled. On June 
4, 1920, Woodrow Wilson vetoed the bill 
om account of the provisions which cre- 
ated the office of the Comptroller General. 
Upon the advice of the then Attorney Gen- 
eral, President Wilson vetoed it, because 
the Comptroller General provisions of the 
bill were unconstitutional. Congress had 
from that date until March 4, 1921, to 
amend the Budget bill in this respect and 
send it back to the President. President 
Wilson said that he was in entire sympa- 
thy with the object of the bill and in fact 
had advocated the budget, but he refused 
to accept the Comptrolleer General joker. 
Evidently the men in- control of Con- 
gress cared more for the power which the 
Comptroller General provisions gave the 
legislative branch than they did for the en- 
tire budget system. Wiat they wanted was 
to reduce the authority of the President 
and the heads of the executive departments. 
his is the first step by Congress to re- 
duce the authority of the executive depart- 
ment below that which is provided by the 
Constitution. They propose to curtail the 
Power of the President as Commander-in- 
Chief of the Army and Navy. as well as 
to take over the authority of the courts to 
Teview the acts of Congress. 

That President Wilson was willing to 
a the Budget bill if the Comptroller 
eneral provision was stricken out of it is 
evident from the last sentence of his veto 
message.

accounts, and for other purposes.” I do this 
with the greatest regret. 

I am in entire sympathy with the objects of 
this bill and would gladly approve it but for 
the fact that I regard one of the provisions 
contained in section 303 as unconstitutional. 
This is the provision to the effect that the 
comptroller general and the assistant comp- 
troller general, who are to be appointed by the 
President with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, may be removed at any time by a con- 
current resolution of Congress after notice and 
hearing, when, in their judgment, the comp- 
troller general or assistant comptroller general 
is incapacitated or inefficient, or has been 
guilty of neglect of duty, or of malfeasance in 
office, or of any felony or conduct involving 
moral turpitude, and for no other cause and 
in no other manner except by impeachment. 

The effect of this is to prevent the removal 
of these officers for any cause except either 
by impeachment or a concurrent resolution of 
Congress. It has, I think, always been the 
accepted construction of the Constitution that 
the power to appoint officers of this kind car- 
ries with it, as an incident, the power to re- 
move. I am convinced that the Congress is 
without constitutional power to limit the ap- 
pointing power and its incident, the power of 
removal derived from the Constitution. 

The section referred to not only forbids the 
Executive to remove these officers, but under- 
takes to empower the Congress by concurrent 
resolution to remove an officer appointed by 
the President with the advice and consent of 
the Senate. I can find in the Constitution no 
warrant for the exercise of this power by the 
Congress. There is certainly no express au- 
thority conferred, and I am unable to see that 
authority for the exercise of this power is 
implied in any express grant of power. 

On the contrary, I think its exercise is 
clearly negatived by section 2 of Article II. 
That section, after providing that certain 
enumerated officers and all officers whose ap- 
pointments are not otherwise provided for shall 
be appointed by the President with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, provides that the 
Congress may by law vest the appointment of 
such inferior officers as they think proper in 
the President alone, in the courts of law, or 
in the heads of departments. It would have 
been within the constitutional power of the 
Congress, in -creating these offices, to have 
vested the power of appointment in the Presi- 
dent alone, in the President with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, or even in the head 
of a department. 

Regarding as I do the power of removal from 
office as an essential incident to the appointing 
power, I cannot escape the conclusion that the 
vesting of this power of removal in the Con- 
gress is unconstitutional and therefore I am 
unable to approve the bill. 

I am returning the bill at the earliest pos- 
sible moment with the hope that the Congress 
may find time before adjournment to remedy 
this defect. Woopvrow WILson.

Legislation for Non-Coms. 

LEGISLATION of the character of the 

last session’s bill which was intended 
to prevent the demotion of non-commis- 
sioned officers in the Army will be sent to 
Congress next session of Congress by the 
War Department. It is recognized that 
the need for this legislation is more urgent 
this year than it was last. 

The demand for the legislation does not 
come so much from the Regular Army as 
it does from the National Guard, the col- 
leges and the Organized Reserves. It is 
the junior components of the Army of the 
United States that are sorely in need of 
more non-commissioned officers. 

Congress has been impressed with the 
necessity of having a great many more 


commissioned officers than are required 
for the Regular Army tactical units. 
While it refused to give an adequate 


strength of enlisted personnel for the Reg- 
ular Army. it did give the Regular Estab- 
lishment 12,000 officers, and when condi- 
tions in the finances of the government 
are back to normalcy it is believed that 
this will be increased to 13,000, esnecially 
with the development of the National 
Guard and Organized Reserves. 

The task now before the War Depart- 
ment is to convince Congress that it is as 
important to have a surplus of non-com- 
missioned officers for the training activi- 
ties of the Regular Army. The National 
Guard, ‘Reserve officers and the heads of 





the military colleges see the urgent need 
of these non-commissioned officers. They 
will join in backing up the Regular Army 
in its recommendations to the next Con- 
gress. A committee of the General Staff 
is making a study of the needs for addi- 
tional non-commissioned officers and its 
findings will be placed in the hands of the 
Secretary of War the latter part of Au- 
gust. The increases in grades will be at 
least as large as were provided for in the 
War Department’s last bill. They may be 
even larger, as the pressure upon the War 
Department for non-commissioned officers 
is far greater than it was last year. 


Shortage of Cavalry Horses 


HE Cavalry is short approximately 800 

horses. It has been estimated that on 
July 1, 1924, this shortage in animals will 
reach 2,000, which is more than enough to 
equip three regiments of Cavalry at the 
present peace-time authorized strength of 
672 horses for each regiment. This has 
been brought to the attention of Congress 
a number of times, but up to this writing 
ne appropriations to fully equip the 
mounted arms of the Service have been au- 
thorized. The Cavalry School is suffer- 
ing greatly from this lack of animals, the 
average age of the horses at the school, 
it is stated, being 14 years. For peace- 
time training, the Army is wofully want- 
ing in horses. Similar shortage of funds 
pertains in the appropriations for the 
equipment of the Army, for maintenance 
of which $300,000 was asked and $50,000 
appropriated. A great many proposed im- 
provements fn ‘Army equipment will have 
to be postponed until sufficient funds are 
available, and experiments which should 
go on will be stopped before their comple- 
tion. It is hoped that at the session of 
Congress in December Congress will see 
the needs of the Service and appropriate 
funds accordingly. 


Line and Staff Amalgamation 


WHILE the Secretary of the Navy, as 
he indicated four or five weeks ago, 
has decided not to submit to Congress the 
Amalgamation bill which was prepared 
in the Department, it is understood that 
he has not abandoned his plans for a 
closer relation between the line and the 
staff of the Navy. The Secretary has given 
considerable thought to the present per- 
sonnel laws of the Navy, and he is con- 
vinced that they can be improved in a 
number of respects, even if a general amal- 
gamation bill is not enacted into law. 

One proposition which is known to be 
under consideration would provide that all 
officers of the Navy except the Chaplains 
and the Medical Corps should be graduates 
of the Naval Academy. This, it is under- 
stood, the Secretary believes would be a 
long step towards amalgamation. In the 
plans for amalgamation the Secretary did 
not intend to attempt to dispense with 
specialization. ‘This, he admitted, would 
be necessary in order to maintain an effi- 
cient Navy. 

In the event of a policy by which vacan- 
cies in all the staff corps were to be filled 
from Annapolis, it is thought a year’s sea 
duty would be required before a graduate 
was assigned to any corps. Then he would 
be given a post graduate in some technical 
school as is now required for staff offi- 
cers. All of the staff corps have special 
schools and these would be enlarged so 
that midshipmen could be given a technical 
education as well as naval training. Nat- 
urally, midshipmen who demonstrated that 
they possessed talents for business during 
their course at the Academy would be se- 
lected for the Supply Corps. The same 
policy would be pursued for all of the 
staff selections. 

When the idea was suggested to a high 
ranking officer of the Supply Corps he 
promptly declared: 

“Although I am not a graduate of the 
Naval Academy, I believe that it would be 
a splendid plan. The Supply Corps have 
made heroic efforts to secure college grad- 
uates in order to keep up the standard of 
the corps. However, it is apparent that 
unless a boy at an early age has caught the 
spirit of the Navy a commission in the 
Supply Corps is not attractive to him. 
There is no doubt that we could get splen- 
did material for the Supply Corps from 
the graduates of Annapolis, and I think 
it would contribute to harmony between 
the line’ and the staff.” 

It is possible that this matter may be 
included in the Naval Omnibus bill. 


the program of the fleet for this 

calendar year have been worked out, 
the Navy Department is planning for the 
fiscal year of 1925. As has been previ- 
ously announced, the Battle Fleet will 
some to the Atlantic next winter and the 
maneuvers of the U.S. Fleet will take place 
in Porto Rican waters in January, Febru- 
ary and March. During the approach 
winter the Atlantic ports will see much o 
the entire fleet. 

Next year the United States Fleet will 
be mobilized in the Pacific. It will be 
for Admiral Coontz to work out the pro- 
gram when he assumes the duty of com- 
mander-in-chief. Plans are under consid 
eration by which the fleet will be mobil- 
ized in Asiatic waters and be based u 
Manila. It is the plan of the. Navy 
partment not only to bring the entire fleet 
together once a year for extensive exer- 
cises, but to have these operations extend 
into new waters as far as possible. It 
would be quite an education for many of 
the junior officers to be sent to Asiatic 
waters, 

In all probability, before Adm. Coontz 
leaves Washington to assume command 
the United States Fleet, he will hold sev- 
eral informal conferences with high rank- 
ing officers, with the view to working. out 
the general scheme for a program of next 
year. Adm. Edward W. Eberle, having 
been relieved from duty as commander-in- 
chief of the Battle Fleet, came to Wash- 
ington this week to prepare to take up his 
duties as Chief of Naval Operations. He, 
with other flag officers, will discuss next 
year’s program with Adm. Coontz. 

As has been previously announced in the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, all the new 
scout cruisers are to take extended trips 
to foreign waters before being assigned to 
the fleet. The itineraries of the Detroit, 
Richmond and Milwaukee have been ap- 
proved by the Navy Department.

It served overseas as the 
120th Field Artillery and was re-organized 
as the 1st Wisconsin Cavalry after the 
World War, but was changed to the 105th 
Cavalry, the status which it now main- 
fins.

Improvement in Methods of 
Navy Supply Corps Officers 


HE Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 

has issued a letter to all officers of the 
Supply Corps, requesting suggestions for 
the improvement of methods of conducting 
Supply Corps activities afloat. It reminds 
the officers of the corps that many valu- 
able suggestions have already been re- 
ceived which have contributed toward na- 
val efficiency. 

Among the improvements already made, 
traceable in part to suggestions received 
from officers afloat, the letter enumerates 
the relief of supply officrs of capital ships 
from disbursing duties and responsibilities 
by making the junior officer of the Supply 
Corps on such vessels “assistant for dis- 
bursing”; the simplification of provision 
returns and records through the procedure 
to be adopted July 1, 1923; the issue of 
fuel to ships under Naval Supply Account 
and its retention in that account until its 
issue for use; the issue to tenders and re- 
pair ships of material under the Appropri- 
ation Purehases Account; the establish- 
ment of allotments to ships to cover issues 
of Title “B” material as well as Title 
“C” material. 


Quarters Commutation May 
Be Retroactive to April 6 


HE Supreme Court has recently held in 

cases involving the act of May 22, 1917, 
relating to the Coast Guard, that the 
words “during the continuance of the 
present war’ related back to April 6, 
1917, the beginning of the war. That 
Taises very interesting questions whether 
similar phrases in other acts are also retro- 
active. Thus the act providing commuta- 
tion of quarters for dependents was passed 
April 16, 1918, and grants such commuta- 
tion “during the present emergency.” 

It has been held by the accounting offi- 
cers that this act took effect only from its 
date. Much doubt has been thrown upon 
the correctness of this by the Supreme 
Court’s decision referred to and officers 
Interested have decided to test the applica- 
tion of this decision to the act of April 
16. 1918, 

Test suits for both an Army and Navy 
officer have just been filed by King & 
King of Washington, the attorneys who 
Won the cases in the Supreme Court, and 
‘tis hoped that they may be brought to 
faring in the Court of Claims at its next 
S€8sion, 

The question affects all officers of the 
Army who were on field duty in the United 
States between April 6, 1917, and April 
16. 1918, all officers of the Army an any 
duty abroad during the same period and 
al officers of the Navy at sea or on shore 
duty abroad during the same period, pro- 
Vided they maintained an abode for wife 
or child or dependent parents. 
owever, even if the courts decide in 
favor of the claimants there remains the 
Possibility that the Comptroller General 


will decline to pay any other claims under 
the decision. This occurred in a recent 
large class of cages in which the Supreme 
Court sustained the claim and the Comp- 
troller General declined to follow it, thus 
forcing the officers to file individual peti- 
tions in the Court of Claims. 


Accidental Deaths and 
Injuries on U.S. Warships 


OUR men lost their lives from steam, 

boiling water and a flare-back from the 
oil furnace in fireroom No. 2 of the U.S.S. 
Williamson off Newport June 30. Four 
others are in the naval hospital severely 
scalded, burned and otherwise injured. The 
names of the dead, as reported, are: Doc 
Abernath Mullican, fireman, third class, 
Fairfield, Ala.; Joseph A. Giaquinto, wa- 
ter tender, second class, Far Rockaway, 
N.Y.; Clifford Latchford, fireman, third 
elass, Lebanon, Ohio; Harry C. Lincoln, 
fireman, third class, Newbern, N.C. The 
injured are: Harry Amundson, water ten- 
der, first class, Bemidji, Minn.; Louis R. 
Blanchard, fireman, first class, Springfield, 
Mass.; Haskell B. Fields, fireman, first 
class, Durham, N.C.; Tony Rock, fireman, 
first class, Ashtabula, Ohio; The last three 
are thought to be mortally injured. 

Nine sailors were injured at noon on 
June 30 when an explosion occurred in 
the crew’s lavatory aboard the U.S.S. Rich- 
mond at the Philadelphia Navy Yard. The 
injured, eight of whom were seamen and 
one a boastwain’s mate, were S. C. Rus- 
sell, C. C. Lane, E. J. Bechtold, W. N. 
Hall, E. Adams, L. McCall, W. O. Even, 
C. B. Hitts and Boatswain’s Mate J. C. 
Eany. The explosion was laid to an accu- 
mulation of hydrogen gas which is be- 
lieved to have leaked from auxiliary radio 
batteries in the washroom underneah the 
radio room. 


Memorials in Paris Church to 
Col. Quackenbush and Others 


I* the Memorial Day program of the 

American Pro-Cathedral Church of the 
Holy Trinity, Paris, France, appears this 
statement: “The Army Pew—On the fifth 
Sunday after Easter, another memorial 
pew was set apart and dedicated. The 
plaque in bronze carries the great seal of 
the United States, and the following in- 
scription, done in enamel: ‘1870-1922 in 
memoriam Gerrit Van Schaick Quacken- 
bush, lieutenant colonel, U.S.A., and all 
valiant soldiers who have fought the good 
fight and died in the service of the United 
States Army. It is the desire of the 
donor, Mrs. Gerrit Van Schaick Quack- 
enbush, that officers and men of the Uni- 
ted States Army who are in Paris and 
come to Holy Trinity for church service, 
will ask the ushers to show them to the 
Army pew. As there are always officers 
and men of the United States Navy on 
duty or passing through Paris, it is hoped 
that a Navy pew also may be given ‘in 
memoriam.’ ”’ 

In connection with the Memorial Day 
exercises was the impressive ceremony of 
the unveiling and dedication of the “Me- 
morial Battle Cloister to the Americans 
fallen in the Great War.” 

Speeches were made by the American 
Ambassador Herrick, Field Marshal Rob- 
ertson, British army, and Marshal Foch, 
the latter saying: “In the dark days of 
1917, the President of the United States 
sent me a message in which he promised 
to bring about an Allied victory if he had 
to send 100 divisions; and a year later, in 
1918, the men that he had sent redeemed 
his promise.” 

Addresses were also made by Gen. de 
Baron Jacques, representing the Belgian 
army; Gen. Marietti, representing Gen. 
Diaz and the Italian army; Gen. William 
H. Wright, representing Gen. Pershing 
and the U.S. Army; Vice Adm. Andrew T. 
Long, commanding the American Forces 
in European Waters, who represented the 
U.S. Navy; and Col. Carleton McCulloch, 
representing the National Commander of 
the American Legion. 

The Right Rev. Charles H. Brent, D.D., 
chaplain-in-chief of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces, consecrated the Memorial 
Battle Cloister; and the Very Rev. Fred- 
erick W. Beekman, Dean of Holy Trinity, 
to whose work the memorial is largely due, 
conducted the memorial service. 

In a letter to this paper, Dean Beek- 
man says, in part: 

You will see by this that Holy Trinity, al- 
though Episcopalian, has taken on quite a na- 
tional character, which follows naturally its 
very wide service to the soldier, sailor and 
war-worker of all denominations during the 
war. I will not repeat what is set forth in the 
literature and press accounts, but will add 
that both the memorial battle cloister on the 
outside of the church and the forty-eight state 
flags with state and other memorial pews on 
the inside in the eyes of Americans and citi- 





zens of European countries nearly equal in 
interest and importance the placing of like 
memorials in Notre Dame by the French or in 
Westminster Abbey by the British. This is a 
little difficult for Americans who have not 
been in France during the war to realize, but 
its truth is evidenced by the high representa- 
tion of the inter-allied countries at the un- 
veiling of the cloister on Memorial Day, with 
following church service which was in its way 
even more impressive. The cloister is visited 
—_ by scores of people and is very well 
one. 


Illinois Adjt. Gen. Dept. 
Severely Criticized 


AFTER weeks of investigation by a leg- 

islative committee of Illinois into the 
miners’ riot near Herrin in 1922, in which 
a number of persons were killed and wound- 
ed, the committee has made a scathing re- 
port against Brig. Gen. Carlos E. Black, 
The Adjutant General of Illinois, and Col: 
Sam Hunter, also of the Adjutant General’s 
Department. 

The committee’s report said in reference 
to Gen. Black: 

“He was derelict in his duty in not tak- 
ing personal charge of the situation and 
in not ordering out the troops. The condi- 
tions reported to Gen. Black were of such 
a serious nature as to warrant any reason- 
able person to believe that trouble was sure 
to come.” 

Gen. Black is further blamed for send- 
ing a representative and relying upon re- 
ports in such a serious matter instead of 
being on the ground himself. ; 

“Regarding Col. Hunter, the committee 
finds,” says the report, ‘that the action 
taken by him was entirely out of keeping 
with the facts and circumstances. No suf- 
ficient excuse is shown in the record and 
none can be shown for his fault to call for 
troops to handle the situation. We believe 
that he was absolutely incompetent, unre- 
liable and unworthy to perform the duties 
assigned to him. We believe that he is not 
qualified te-hold his present position in 
The Adjutant General’s office, where he 
might be called upon to exercise his judg- 
ment under similar circuumstances.” 

The report, which was signed by five of 
the seven members of the special House 
committee, condemned the whole citizenry 
of Williamson county in vigorous language. 
A dozen men who were tried for murder 
were acquitted. State’s Attorney Delos 
Duty of Wlliamson county is one of the 
few persons connected with the riots who 
is not censured. His attempts to bring 
the guilty to justice are commended by the 
committee. 


Development of New 
Semi-Automatic Rifle 


NVENTED by John Garand, an em- 

ployee on duty at Springfield Armory, 
the recent tests conducted at Aberdeen 
Proving Ground have demonstrated that 
the Garand semi-automatic rifle is vastly 
superior to any weapon of its kind devel- 
oped either during or since the war. The 
new gun is capable of firing sixty shots 
per minute, whereas during the war the 
largest number of shots that could be fired 
in one minute from a similar weapon was 
twenty-five, due to’ the magazine and ejec- 
tion construction of the rifle. The opin- 
ion is held in certain quarters that in the 
next war infantrymen will be armed with 
this rifle, which will in reality make the 
foot soldiers virtually machine gunners. 
Should the infantrymen- be armed with 
such a weapon they will be much more ef- 
we both in defensive and offensive war- 
are.

POUGHKEEPSIE VARSITY RACE WON BY 
WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY. 


With plenty of water in the air as well as 
in the river, on June 28, when the varsity race 
was rowed at Poughkeepsie, the Navy oarsmen, 
victors for two years past, were nevertheless 
defeated by the crew from the University of 
Washington, although the margin was very 
close, the University making it in 14m. 3 1-5s., 
as against the Navy's time of 14m. 7 2-5s. 

Columbia, with probably its strongest crew 
since 1914, was third in 14m. 15 4-5s.; Syra- 
euse, fourth in 14m. 18 4-5s.; Cornell, fifth in 
l4m. 194-5s., and Pennsylvania last. 

‘“‘It was a surprising race,’’ says Barron, 
the special correspondent reporting the race 
for the Boston Transcript. ‘‘Navy had been 
expected to go out from the start. Instead, 
Columbia and Washington took the pace-mak~ 
ing responsibilities, Columbia rowing 88 for 
the first half minute and 87 for the first 
minute, and getting away to a narrow lead 
over Washington, which rowed the same num- 
ber of strokes at the start. At the end of the 
half mile, Columbia was out in the lead by a 
slender margin with Washington, nearest the 
shore, second, and Navy leading the second 
division, practically deadlocked with Cornell, 
Syracuse and Pennsylvania. 

“Before the mile mark had been reached, 
Washington left no doubts as to the t of 
race it was to row by maintaining a irty- 
five-beat and edging out past Columbia, with 
the powerful midshipmen in a strategic third 
place position ahead of Syracuse, Cornell and 
Pennsylvania. Washington was out to estab- 
lish a lead and to maintain that lead and the 
Westerners were getting a beautiful run on 
their boat, spacing five or six feet past their 
puddles as they swept along with a thirty-four 
to the minute beat and apparently not over- 
exerting themselves. 

“The railroad bridge marks the two-mile 
point, and the Bears, gaining slightly but 
steadily with every stroke, had about a length 
on Columbia as they slid past the big stone 
piers. Columbia, a model rowing crew and 
getting power which Columbia eights have not 
possessed, had about a half-length on Navy, 
with Cornell two ahead of Syracuse and Penn- 
sylvania trailing. 

“The first of many stirring challenges to 
feature the last mile or so took place as the 
bridge loomed up and stroke Baker of the 
Cornell eight called for a spurt which succeeded 
in pulling the Ithacans up to-the Navy mo- 


mentarily. 
‘Navy, however, was looking ahead, not 
behind, for its rivals and turned back the 


Cornell sortie. 

“A few hundred yards below the bridge, 
with less than a mile to go and the Wash- 
ington crew two lengths ahead, Captain Bolles, 
stroking the midshipmen, drew on the great 
power of his crew. Try as they would, the 
men in the Columbia eight could not answer 
successfully. Franklin Brodin, stroking his last 
race for the New Yorkers, did a great job and 
got every bit possible out of his crew, but the 
Navy power and ability to raise the stroke was 
irresistible so far as Columbia was concerned. 
Up to 36, then 38, then 39 and even 40 came 
the Navy count and on swept the future ad- 
mirals now with Columbia behind and only 
Washington ahead but the latter with a two- 
length lead. On came the stout-hearted mid- 
shipmen. The Washingtonians saw them com- 
ing and had the necessary reserve. Up came 
the ‘Bears’ stroke to 36, then to 38. And at 
that high pace, Washington’s water work, out- 
board and in, was smooother than was Navy’s, 
although the power of Coach Glendon’s crew 
gained back some of the advantage the Bears 
had taken earlier. But the task was too much, 
even for a typical Glendon crew. 

“Tt was magnificent work as the eights, both 
wowing close to 40, and wit t a break, 
crossed the finish line, Washington a bit more 





than a length and a quarter ahead. As the 
midshipmen paddled slowly back to quarters, 
little Coxwain Gwinn stroking the shell ac-. 
cording to time-honored custom, they had no 


reason to feel downcast. 

“Navy's showing should convince Navy men 
that the younger Glendon is a real coach in 
his own right. It was evident that Navy 
crews in the future will maintain the high 
standards at the Academy.” 





19TH INFANTRY TRACK MEET. 


The Nineteenth Infantry held a_ successful 
regimental track meet on May 25 at Schofield 
Barracks. 

The 3d Battalion carried off the pennant in 


battalion events; Company H won the silver 
trophy in company events, and Sergt. Donald 
A Spain, Company H, 19th Inf., was awarded 
the sweater, the prize for the highest individual 
contestant. 

Sergt. Spain won 22 out of the 26 points 
credited to Company H. His performance was 
the outstanding feature of the meet. 

About the same time, Private First Class 
Carol E. Olson, Company A, 19th Inf., estab- 
lished a new Service record for the 100 yards, 
free style, during the 5th Annual Hawaiian 
Swimming Meet at Honolulu; his time in this 
event was 594-5 seconds. He also won first 
place in the 440 yards, novice free style event, 
at this same meet, and came third in the 50- 
yard Service free style and in the 50-yard 
breast stroke event.

R.0.T.C. AND C.M.T. CAMPS,

The force of instructors for the summer en- 
campments in the 9th Corps Area will include 
seven officers from the War College, twelve 
officers from the Special Service Schools, and 
two officers from the General Service Schools.

Army medical officers, assisted by 
Red Cross instructors, will give the course in 
first aid, which includes treatment of wounds 
and hemorrhages, fractures, other accidents and 
injuries, shocks, fainting, poisoning, drowning, 
sunstroke, effects of heat and cold, burns, 
foreign bodies in eye and nose, epileptic fits, 
unconsciousness, and transportation of the in- 
jured. For those students who successfully pass 
the test, the standard senior first aid certificate 
of the American Red Cross will be awarded 
without cost. 

The sixteen R.O.T.C. Air Service students, 
who are undergoing a course of training at 
Crissy Field, made their first flight as ob- 
servers, June 19. The flight was made over 
South San Francisco, where the railroad yards 
and drydocks are located. Each student was 
required to make a report and note on a map 
the important military features he observed. 
The students are from Washington State Col- 
lege and from the University of Canfornia.

Made in various 
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Shortage of Navy Officers 


HE recent graduation of some four 

hundred midshipmen at Annapolis 

is a very welcome help to a sorely 
beset Navy Department in its efforts to 
fill the gaps of officers existing in all 
branches of the Naval Establishment, 
ashore and afloat. Yet the four hundred 
are scarcely a drop in the bucket com- 
pared with the actually acute needs of the 
Service in respect to officer personnel, espe- 
cially in the line. The Medical Corps is 
alse extremely short, but the solution of 
its problem lies outside the Naval Acad- 
emy. In view of the situation in the line, 
it is most deplorable that beginning next 
year the number of appointees to the Naval 
Academy, the only source of line officers, 
will be reduced 40 per cent. 

The graduation of this year’s class will 
still leave a shortage of nearly 1,000 line 
officers from an authorized strength of 
5,500—nearly a 20 per cent. shortage of 
the inadequate legal quota. At the pres- 
ent rate of increase it will require over 
four years to make good this shortage, and 
the reduction in appointees is therefore 
apparently designed on the basis of no 
increase above the present legal allow: 
ance. This is a very short-sighted policy. 


Line Officers Should Number 6,500 


HE active Regular Navy, including only 

those vessels to be retained under the 
Hughes limitation of armament plan, and 
not including the shore establishment, will 
require more than 6,500 line officers to 
man them in full commission, as would 
have to be done on the outbreak of war. 
In such circumstances, of course, many 
other vessels would have to be commis- 
sioned; more than enough to absorb com- 
pletely the painfully small Naval Reserve 
Force. So that for the regular vessels 
alone there would be a shortage of more 
than 1,000, over and above the present 
legal limit; or more than 2,,000 above 
present strength. If the shore establish- 
ments are included in the computation, 
the shortage will become 3,500 above the 
existing strength. 

Since the net annual increase on the 
basis of the present number of appointees 
to the Naval Academy is only about 250 
officers, it is manifest that no reduction 
should be made in such appointees for 
fonrteen years at least. 

The enemies of the Navy often look with 
suspicion upon such figures as the fore- 
going, and ridicule efforts to increase naval 
personnel to reasonable proportions. That 
the above analysis of requirements is not 
overdrawn is demonstrated by comparisons 
of the strength now existing in foreign 
navies. Britain and Japan both possess 
much larger reserves of naval officers than 
does the United States; yet in spite of 
stich reserves they actually maintain in 
active service a substantially greater pro- 
portion of officers on the 5-5-3 basis. 

Britain has on her lists to-day more 
than 1,000 line officers in excess of the 
American Navy. In order to bring our 
strength in this respeet up to a treaty basis 


with Japan we would have to add at least 
3,000 officers to the Navy. When we con- 
sider our great deficiencies relative to 
theirs in Reserve officers, and in potential 
reinforcements from the merchant marine, 
as well as the long time required to train 
the necessarily highly specialized naval offi- 
cer, the danger in reducing our source of 
supply at the Naval Academy is apparent. 





Service to Country Through 
Efficiency of Navy 


HE July number of the Scientific 

American publishes an article by 

the well-known British naval writer, 
Mr. Bywater, which revives the unfortu- 
nate and erroneous implication that the 
Navy Department was guilty of either per- 
fidy or stupidity when it advised Con- 
gress of an important need to increase ele- 
vations of turret guns on American battle- 
ships in order to meet existing British ad- 
vantages in this respect. Mr. Bywater 
gives a comparative table showing the 
maximum ranges of the capital ships of 
the two fleets. This indicates a slight 
American superiority at extreme ranges, 
where only a few ships would be engaged ; 
while at lesser ranges the bulk of the 
faster British fleet outranges thirteen 
American battleships by from one to two 
miles. After pointing out numerous me- 
chanical disadvantages to increasing gun 
elevations, Mr. Bywater concludes his ar- 
ticle by advising that the military advan- 
‘ages to be gained by such increase would 
probably be inconsiderable. 

Such advice from a British writer is 
understandable. But it is somewhat of a 
surprise to see an insert by the editor of 
an American paper backing up the British 
contentions against American interests. 
After all, the question has become whether 
or not America should accept the advice 
of her own naval advisers. 

Mr. Bywater attempts to discredit those 
advisers by referring to the erroneous in- 
formation given to Congress by the Navy 
Department. He says: “No mystery has 
ever been made about the maximum eleva- 
tion of British naval guns.’’ The implica- 
tion that such information was a matter 
of public knowledge and should have been 
known to the Navy Department is untrue. 
Repeated efforts were made by American 
authorities to get this essential informa- 
tion accurately from the British Admiralty, 
but without success. Of course, ‘the fact 
that the exact data was not furnished to 
American officers is no cause for griev- 
ance on our part. Such information is 
ordinarily regarded as secret by naval 
powers. British non-confidential hand- 
books were the only source of information 
upon which Americans could count as 
available. Finally, at a psychological mo- 
ment which could not do other than influ- 
ence the action of our Congress, the exact 
data was given to our State Department 
by the British Ambassador. This is the 
data now used by Mr. Bywater. 


Increased Gun Range a Necessity 


AMERICAN naval officers ere practically 

unanimous in believing that the exist- 
ing British superiority in both range and 
speed of their battleships gives them such 
a profound advantage over American bat- 
tleships as to be incompatible with the 
principle of equality agreed upon at the 
Washington Conference with respect to 
these types. We cannot inorease our 
speed. We can only increase our range, 
and American experts strongly advise do- 
ing so. 

The country does not pay the Navy or 
its officers and men for inferior perform- 
ance of duty; but for the best that they 
ean produce. If they fail to strive to at- 
tain the efficiency for which they are paid, 
they are unworthy of the country’s trust 
and confidence. It does seem as if the pub- 
lic might, through friendly co-operation of 
an American press that is really American 
in spirit, be led to understand what the 
ideals of the naval profession are in this 
respect—service to the country through 
the efficiency of the Navy it supports, and 
nothing else. On technical naval ques- 
tions there is no need for the country to 
rely upon the advice of British publishers, 
nor upon the necessarily inaccurate opin- 
ions of untechnical editors. 


Power of the United States 
for Peace 


N excellent though brief presenta- 

tion of the absolute necessity for 

national defense appears in the 
Seattle Post Intelligencer of June 21, 
which says editorially: 

“A conference of religious and welfare 
workers ha® protested to the Secretary of 
War against any poliey of pacifism and un- 
preparedness in the United States. A de- 


fenseless nation is without influence among 
the nations of the world to-day. To make 
America’s power for peace felt abroad 
America must be upright, sovereign and 
ready to defend her uprightness and sover- 
eignty. ‘That is the line of argument sug- 
gested by the religious and welfare work- 
ers in their communications to the Secre- 
tary. It is no idealistic presentation. It 
is real, practical and undeniable. The 
whole course of world politics as it passes 
before our eyes to-day confirms it. 

“It is the power to prevent disorder in 
a city or nation that preserves domestic 
peace. It is the power to win a war in 
this hemisphere that has saved the United 
States from many a war in the Americas. 
It was the power of the battleship fleet that 
the President of the United States sent 
around the world years ago that main- 
tained the peace between this country and 
Japan. ‘To-day it is the lack of power in 
Germany that is responsible for the war 
on peace that is waging along the Rhine. 
These are a few vagrant examples. Every 
country provides others to fortify the ar- 
gument. Even Russia teaches the lesson. 
She would have no peace to-day if her 
power did not prevent other nations from 
again invading her. 

“The surest way to destroy this coun- 
try’s power for peace in the councils of 
the nations, the surest way to tempt the 
aggressions of some envious or militaristic 
rival, is a policy of simple trust in the 
peaceful intentions of the world when those 
intentions do not exist, a policy of weak- 
ness, defenselessness, unprepa ess and 
non-resistance on the part of the United 
States. That truth is written in letters of 
fire across the whole face of history. Not 
only for the safety of ourselves, but for 
the good of the world, it has got to be rec- 
ognized by this nation, or the United 
States, and with it the rest of the nations, 
will suffer the very thing that we all seek 
most urgently to avoid. Only by main- 
taining an adequate Army and Navy ean 
the United States be a power for peace 
among the nations. A century hence it 
may be different, but not in the lifetime 
of living man.” 


Successful National Guard 
Recruiting Campaign 


A REMARKABLY successful eampaign 

for recruits and to increase camp at- 
tendance was recently inaugurated for 
the 160th Infantry of the California Na- 
tional Guard, whose headquarters are at 
Los Angeles. This campaign originated 
at regimental headquarters where a letter 
was drafted and distributed to more than 
12,000 members of prominent business or- 
ganizations as a publicity and morale 
boosting campaign, prior to the regiment’s 
annual summer training camp. 

As a result of this letter and publicity 
in the press and some personal interviews, 
the 160th Infantry will be able to take to 
camp practically 100 per cent. of its per- 
sonnel, and with full pay from their em- 
ployers.

COAST GUARD NOTES.

Security prices have been declining for over 
three months, but the selling has been orderly 
until about two weeks ago, when al] support 
apparently was withdrawn. The underlying 
business conditions and outlook do not warrant 
such a rout, and —- is being con- 
siderably overdone. There is, of course, the 
possibility of some untoward factor overshadow- 
ing the market that is known to only a few, 
but this is improbable. The reeal explanation 
of the weakness is found in the fact that the 
bears have the market in hand and are play- 
ing upon the fears of the public, supported by 
the liquidation of the assets of several insolvent 
brokerage firms. 


Speculative Industrials Should Not Advance. 


There are a number of reasons why specu 
lative industrial stocks should not advance, but, 
on the other hand, the situation does not war- 
rant such drastic declines as have recently 
taken place. It is simply a case of little or no 
public support on the buying side and active 
campaigning on the selling side by professionals. 
The reverse often happens, and the professional 
element carries prices far above levels which 
the business outlook justifies. This is always 
followed by a drastic reaction, and the present 
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break is likely to be followed by a pr need 
rally. Certainly, the present time is not one 
in which sound investment stocks should be 
sacrificed, even should a protracted period of 
low prices obtain and holders see a paper loss 
for some time to come. Yields are not changed 
by fluctuations after the investment has been 
made and the holders are still receiving the 
original return on their funds. 


What Causes Present Nervousness. 

The entire country has a case of “nerves,” 
including the bankers. New York City banks 
are receiving numerous letters from out of 
town banks inquiring what it is all about ana 
stating that investors throughout the country 
are taking up their securities held on margin 
and making bank loans against them. Not a 
little of this movement has been caused by the 
failure of several large brokerage firms and 
rumors regarding the solvency of others. The 
effect on the market would be stabilizing under 
ordinary conditions. Just so much stock is re- 
moved and the possibility of forced sale through 
inability to meet margin calls is eliminated. 

The two factors which brought about the de- 
pression of 1921 are absent in the present day 
situation. There is no credit stringency nor is 
there an over-supply of goods on the shelves of 
producers and sellers. The Jabor problem, how- 
ever, is ‘one that demands serious thought. 
Wages were not deflated in 1921 comparable 
to the deflation that took place in commodity 
prices and in the recovery of 1922-23 had a 
running start. It should be needless to point 
out that constant demands for increased wages 
are uneconomic and the surest method of check- 
ing production and finally resulting in a shut- 
down and no wages at all, but it is the in- 
variable policy of labor to follow this course. 


Preferred Industrials that Attract. 

On the whole, while there are some clouds 
on the business horizon, the reaction in se- 
curity prices has discounted these, and sound 
rails purchased at present levels will no doubt 
look cheap a few months hence. The majority 
of industrial stocks, however, should be let 
alone for the time being, that is, with the ex- 
ception of preferred issues. Industrial stocks 
have discounted the slowing up of business, 
but there is no incentive to buy them just yet, 
aside from a possible technical rally. 

The following list of preferred stocks affora 
an attractive investment. Dividends are being 
earned by a wide margin and at present prices 
yields range from 7 r cent. to 8 per cent. 
The stocks are, American Ice 6 per cent. pre- 
ferred, American Smelting & Refining 7 per 
cent. preferred, American Woolen 7 per cent. 
preferred, Baltimore & Ohio 4 per cent. pre-
